they said failed to provide sick 
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leave benefits. 


The back-to-work mnve came 


a day after the Teamster Union 
members agreed in a nation- 
wide vote to accept the contract. 
There are some 19,000 Team- 
sters in Southern California. 


Teamster and 
California 


Truck Association officials were 


not immediately available lor 
comment. 


However, major firms — 


including Pacific Intermountain 
Express, Illinois-California 
Express, Los Angeles-Seattle 
Motor Express and Consolidated 
Freightways — 
said most 


drivers in Los Angeles had 


reported for work on time. One 
trucking firm said "we have all 
the drivers we need." 


Long-haul terminals and city 


deliveries were shut down all 
day Monday in the Bay Area and 
the waterfront was idle because 
of lack of trucks to move goods 
in and out. 


The Bay Area action is in 


support of Los Angeles team- 
sters, who seek a sick leave 
provision in their contract. 


In a surprise move late 


Monday, several Los Angeles 
trucking firms decided to grant 
their striking employes full 
amnesty if they returned, a 
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condition demanded by the 
strikers. Other firms reportedly 
were still refusing amnesty. 


Teamster leaders said the 


picketing was being done 
against their orders and added 
that "all perishables, tran- 
sportation and anything in- 
volved in the public interest 


except freight" will be allowed 
to go through.

In all, the 15 candidates on the 


June 2 primary ballot represent

The closest race appears to be

Enemy Steps Up Attacks

SAIGON 
(AP) — North 


Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops stepped up their attacks 
across South Vietnam sharply 
today in a new "highpoint" of 
activity apparently marking the 
80th anniversary of the birth of 
Ho Chi Minh.

troops also threatened another 
Cambodian provincial capital in 
their efforts to keep open their 
supply lines through northern 
Cambodia and southern Laos. 


The 35,000 American and 


South Vietnamese troops on the 
move against enemy base 
camps

Cambodia 


reported only scattered action. 
But inside South Vietnam the 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong shelled 61 allied positions, 
the heaviest attacks in 12 days. 


In the northeastern part of the 


Mekong Delta, Viet Cong troops 
overran a government outpost 
and then slashed into a relief 
force that moved in. No further 
information was immediately 
available. 


The North Vietnamese and 


Viet Cong ignored a 24-hour 
cease-tire wnich the Saigon 
government declared to mark 
the anniversary of Buddha's 
birth.

CIVILIAN TARGETS

TONS OF MARIJUANA 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) — 


A ton and a half of marijuana 
worth just under $1 million on 
the illegal market was seized 
and eight persons arrested early 
today in what federal narcotics 
agents described as the biggest 
marijuana haul ever in the 
United States. 


The marijuana was being 


unloaded from a barge tied up 
alongside a salvage vessel when 
federal, state and Los Angeles 
police narcotics agents swept in. 


U. S. Customs Assistant 


Special Agent Harold Diaz said 
agents would seek a new search 
warrant and expected to find 
about two tons of marijuana 
aboard another barge.

er and is ignored by his parents 
may be a reading problem by the 
ge ot seven Even more alarm- 
mc children vvho are not chal- 
lenged or stimulated to begin 
reading or writing at four or five 
(in other words it's not simply 
a question of

NEW METHODS 


Again, some schools are intro- 


ducing these new insights into 
their nurserv schools and kinder- 
gartens In the private schools 
that follow the educational phil- 
osophy of the Italian innovator, 
Maria IVfontesson there is a con- 
stant emphasis on stimulating the 
child mentally and phvsically,and 
above all permuting him to select 
new sequences of learning when- 
ever he is readv lor them But 
hall of the country s children do 
not even go to nursery school and 
kindergarten Most of those who 
do go experience little more than 
the simplistic 'school is nice' 
idea that most American educa- 
tors believe is the chief purpose of 
Kindergarten So the buiden of 
stimuldtir>3 and challenging to- 
day s children depends largely on 
their parents 


Basically 
this means giving 


\otir child a steady diet of new 
experiences- new ideas across the 
board — visuallv, intellectually 
verbally The more things a child 
has to cope with the quicker he 
ma\ develop a capacity for utiliz- 
ing these new experiences in a 
special way—which is the essence 
ot talent At the same time, you, 
the parent, *ill be seeing and 
hearing and learning about your 
child Once vou have identified 
Ins talent or talents you can be- 
gin to develop what John Curtis

New Life For Jazz

After swing came bebop and 


after bebop came cool or 
progressive jazz, which became, 
more and more intellectual and 
introverted, pursuing an ever- 
narrowing path that fewer and 
fewer listeners were interested 
in following. Jazz was said to be 
dead and cool jazz was said to 
have forced it beyond its en- 
durance and killed it. 


Some performers, of course, 


still played their old ways — 
Dixieland, big band, cool or 
whatever — and most of their 
followings ranged from modest 
to starvation size. 


Herb Alpert used jazz horns in 


pop and people bought records, 
and Blood,' Sweat & Tears used 
jazz horns in rock and people 
bought records. 


Good jazz musicians found 


work as sidemen in recording 
studios and on TV talk shows. 
And some of them would never 
leave for the "golden days" of 
jazz again, because of the steady 
paychecks and being able to 
stay in one place. 


But a lot of jazz people, in and 


outside the business, have been 
waiting for jazz to progress from 
progressive, to prove that cool 
did not cool the whole thing. And 
we may just be standing at that 


moment. Hopefully, thankfully, 
we are. 


Columbia has just released a 


two-LP record set by Miles 
Davis called "Bitches Brew" 
that is terribly exciting. 


It's a new direction, an on- 


going from the cool that sounds 
like a widening of the path. 
Those who liked the cool should 
love it and from the open, 
welcoming sound of it, a whole 
lot of new listeners should join 
in. 


One of the troubles with 


progressive jazz was that 
numbers went on too long. Each 
person in a group had a solo that 
was some kind of variation on a 
long-ago stated tune, and the 
whole thing got boring. 
The 


problem, of course, wasn't 
really the length; it was having 
something to say. 


The title song of this album, 


"Bitches Brew," which Davis 
wrote, is 27 minutes long, a 
whole side — but it never gets 
boring. On second hearing, it 
tells you more, gives you a 
tourist's little view of voodoo. 


The whole album leaves you 


wildly enthusiastic that jazz ss 
alive and back on the track.

Widespread exasperation at President Nixon’s move into 
Cambodia, his support of the revolutionary Cambodian govern­ 
ment, and his apparent plans for continued U.S. presence in 
Vietnam into the indefinite future is not surprising. It was 
inescapable because of the fence-straddling campaign which 
dec ted him. 


Mr. Nixon campaigned on a dearly-stated policy of ending the 
war in Vietnam. But the means by which he intended to end it was 
anything but dearly-stated. He made reference only to a “ plan” 
which he could not disclose. The result was that many of those who 
had been annoyed at lack of vigor under the Johnson ad­ 
ministration of carrying the war to the North Vietnamese voted for 
Nixon in the firm belief that he would “ untie the hands of the 
m ilitary chiefs,” win the war in short order and bring the troops 
home. And, at the same time, many of those who watched the daily 
mounting death toll with increasing dismay — who wanted 
disentanglement at the earliest moment — voted for him in the 
hope that he would speed the negotiations for peace. 


A year has passed now. Some troops have been brought home, 
but more have been sent over, the battle lines are more extended 
than ever. The death toll keeps mounting higher Negotiations in 
Paris are at a standstill. It is obvious that the President has no 
quick plan for peace. That, along with the unsettling influence of an 
uncertain economic outlook at home bring into question whether 
the President has a majority of the people of the United States 
behind him. If he is Indeed carrying out poling which a majority of 
the people disapprove, there’s bound to be some turmoil

But the 
Arabs aren’t likely to regard 
bombs as defensive in view of 
Israeli air raids deep inside 
Egypt. 
The bomb deal reacieved the 
personal approval of President 
Nixon, who has been criticized 
by Jew ish leaders In this 
country for not doing enough for 
Israel. But top State Depart­ 
ment officials, apparently, have 
been kept in the dark about the 
bomb shipments

cording to a confidential account 
of the meeting, Nasser replied:

MOSCOW — It la a long way 
whence to judge whether there 
to in certain quarters of America 
at this point a sensation of 
shame at the unutterable panic 
when we moved into Cambodia.

Flood’s Challenge 
To Reserve Clause 
Gets Court Hearing 


By MIKE RATHET 
NEW YORK (AP) — “I do not 
feel I am a piece of property to 
be bought and sold irrespective 
of my wishes.” 
Those words belong to Curt 
Flood. 
“A successful challenge to the 
reserve clause would mean 
professional baseball would 
cease to exist.” 
Those words belong to major 
league baseball. 
And, in those two sentences, 
are wrapped up the central issue 
of the court battle that began 
today in Federal Court, where 
Flood has brought a suit 
challenging baseball’s con­ 
troversial reserve clause. 
The case, in which Flood and 
his attorneys will attempt to 
prove that baseball 
is a 
monopoly operating in restraint 
of trade and therefore in 
violation of antitrust statutes, is 
expected to have far-reaching 
ramifications. 
It threatens one of the four 
foundation blocks of organized 
baseball — the reserve clause, 
which is actually a set of rules 
that bind a player to the team 
that signs him until he is traded, 
sold or released with or without 
his knowledge and -or approval. 


It is baseball’s contention, as 
in the words above from a joint 
statement issued by the two 
league presidents —Charles 
“Cub” Feeney of the National 
and Joe Cronin of the American 
— that chaotic conditons would 
result without the reserve 
system. 
And, while Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn, has refused to 
comment on the case, one 
baseball official said poin­ 
tedly: “Baseball will fight this 
case to the end. There will be no 
compromise. We welcome the 
opportunity to prove the game’s 
legality in the courts.” 
Flood contends that the 
reserve system is restrictive 
and that he or any traded player 
can be likened, in former 
Justice Arthur Goldberg's 
words, to ” a high-priced slave.” 
Goldberg, an attorney for Flood, 
has contended that baseball 
could operate successfully with 
the reserve clause modified. 
“Football operates under 
antitrust laws,” said Goldberg» 
It is considered likely, noting 
the polarization of the two sides 
in the case, that the final 
decision in the matter will not be 
reached until there is a hearing 
before the U. S. Supreme Court.

NEW YORK — The National 
Collegiate Athletic Association, 
governing body over all in­ 
tercollegiate athletics is in­ 
sensitive to the needs of the 
athletes it controls, charges the 
first part of a two-part article in 
the crisis in collegiate sports in 
the current issue of SPORT 
Magazine. ¿ 
Reporter Dave Wolf, tracing 
NCAA actions during the last 
few years, sees a pattern that 
systematically is chipping away 
atan athlete’s individuality, and 
perhaps, at his constitutional 
rights. 
The NCAA’s avowed function 
is to set up a fair and uniform 
code of conduct for colleges and 
athletes to follow in the main­ 
tenance of healthy athletic 
programs. 
However, the in­ 
flexible nature of these rules 
often works to the detriment of 
the athletes governed by them, 
Wolf suggests. 


Wolf cites the cases of 
basketball players Jack Ajzner 
of Cincinnati and Jack Langer of 
Yale who were anxious to to 
compete in the Hto# Maccabiah 
Games in Israel. The NCAA, 
battling with the AAU for 
control of amateur basketball, 
barred collegiate players from 
all international competition

Burdick are on their own as they 
start campaigns for a third 
term. Nonetheless,

with key political figures of both 
parties disclosed that each of the 
three, for varying reasons, is in 
a strong position. 


Each 
emphasizes 
his 


seniority, each cites a record of 
accomplishment attuned to 
state interests and each hopes to 
capitalize on the Nixon ad- 
ministration's 
growing 


problems, especially in the 
economy.

Helping each of the in- 


cumbents is a growing trend in

A Lot Of 'Luddites'

There are a lot of Luddites 


around these days, said the data 
processing manager 
of a 


company whose production 
depends to a large extent on the 
healthy operation of its elec- 
tronic computers. 


It seems you can't tell a 


Luddite from any other worker, 
and so that makes them doubly 
difficult to defend against. 
Sometimes the only way you 
know they're even on the 
premises is to note a succession 
of suspicious computer snafus. 


Are Luddites from another 


planet? Judging from the fear of 
them expressed by EDP 
managers you might believe 
they're like little green men. But 
they are terrestial, although 
their origins are in another 
continent. 


The term is borrowed from the 


name given to a group of early 
19th 
century English workmen 


who tried to delay the industrial 
revolution by smashing up the 


machines they believed were 
taking away their jobs. 


Now, 
it is claimed, some 


workers want to do the same 
thing to the computer and the 
information revolution. How? 
One method is to hold an inex- 
pensive magnet over the 
computer tapes, thus erasing 
the records thereon. 


Modern tape 
reels 
may 


contain 100,000 records which 
one magnet can destroy in 
seconds. More than 900 reels 
were so destroyed by protestors 
angered by Dow Chemical 
Company's participation in the 
Vietnam war. 


The ease with which such 


sabotage can be accomplished 
is making EDP manager in- 
creasingly concerned with the 
security of their computer 
operations, whose success or 
failure can mean the same thing 
for the entire company. 


Sabotage, in fact, is only one 


of their worries. Fire, fraud, 
student uprisings, improper 
ventilation, 
smoke, 
power 


failures, 
earthquakes and,

"I'm awfully sorry I still have 


only B minus grades." the fifteen 
year old hoy wrote to his coun- 
selor. "But this year I read all of 
Shakespeare and all of Freud and 
I was so busy learning that I just 
didn't have time to do all my 
school work."

ing about the sun and how it 
affects the earth. Suddenly he 
raised his hand and with vast ex- 
citement told his teacher. "Some 
people must sleep while we are 
awake!" 


There is a link between the

The link is 
called creativity and it is on its 
way to becoming the new Eldo- 
rado of American society's search 
for personal and educational ex- 
cellence. 


CREATIVITY VS. INTELLIGENCE 
Perhaps the biggest spurt of 


interest in creativity has emerged 
from the discovery that there is 
a distinct difference between cre- 
ativity and intelligence. The Uni- 
versity of Chicago psychologists. 
Jacob W. Getzels and Philip W. 
Jackson, took two groups of stu- 
dents, one which scored in the 


upper 20 per cent on I.Q. tests, 
the other which scored high on 
tests for creativity. There was an 
average of 23 point* difference 
between the high I.Q. group and 
the creative group. The non- 
creative high I.Q.'s tended to he 
model students, precise, regular, 
obedient, favorites of their teach- 
ers. The creative types, on the 
other hand, were often trouble- 
some to the teachers. They ex- 
pressed themselves with "irrever- 
ence, unexpected . . . metaphors, 


sidewise leaps and in fact general 
freedom of bounds." 


Other researchers have con- 


cluded that creativity is not only 
a separate talent, hut it is by no 
means limited to longhaired art- 
ists. Scientists, lawyers, execu- 
tives, athletes and housewives 
can and should he creative.

SOCIETY THREATENS CREATIVITY 


Can you cultivate creativity? 


Cart it be learned, or does it just 
happen? More and more re- 
searchers are beginning to think 
that some degree of crcaiiviiy 
comes naturally to all of us. But 
somewhere along the line, par- 
ents, teachers, the corporation, ai! 
the factors in that much used 
•jvord, society, gradually grind it 
out of us. Harold H. Anderson, 
research professor of psychology 
at Michigan State University, 
says: "Creativity was in each of 


us as a small child. Among adults 
it is almost non-existent. The 
great question is what has hap- 
pened to this enormous and uni- 
versal human resource'.'" The 
answer lies in our closed system 
of education, which, according to 
Anderson, "is concerned mainly 
with acquiring a body of knowl- 
edge, memorizing of facts, and 
finding answers to problems, all 
of which are already known to 
someone else, rather than with 
creativity." 


George Stoddard. Dean of the 


School of Education at New 
York University, says: '"The urge 
to inquire, to invent, to perform, 
was stifled in millions of school 
children. Conformity rules, not 
because people crave it, but be- 
cause they fear deviation. To get 
creativity in society viewed as a 
whole, we must make it mean 
more to each person. We must 
start early in the life of the child." 


CULTIVATING 


INDIVIDUAL CREATIVITY 


Stoddard, seeking one answer 


to this shocking problem in the 
school room, has called for a 
"dual progress" plan for elemen- 


tary education. The pupils would 
remain in their home rooms for 
a half day devoted to reading, 
writing, speech and social studies. 
The rest of the day they would 
be under special teachers in 
mathematics, science, music, arts 
and crafts, and recreation.

his creativity. 


"DIVERGENT THINKING" 


Essential to creative growth is 


the commodity specialists in crea- 
tivity call "divergent thinking." 
It can be spotted very early in a 
child. Perhaps the best way to 
understand divergent thinking is 
by its more familiar opposite, 
convergent thinking: who dis- 
covered America? Christopher 
Columbus. A test of divergent 
thinking would be: how would 
you have tried to discover Amer- 
ica, if you had been alive in 
Columbus's time? Divergent 
thinking depends on imagination, 
intuition, the hidden links be- 
tween words and ideas. Poets use 
it constantly, and so do creative 
scientists. A good way to test 
your child's 
ability—and also 


stimulate his fondness for this 
kind of thinking—is to play word 
games with him. Take four let- 
ters. L P E T, for instance, and 
see how many sentences he can 
construct vising them as first let- 
ters of the words. ("Let Peter 
Eat Tealcaves." "Loose 
pots 


easily teeter.") Ask him how 
many five letter words he can 
think of that end in G. Give him 
a picture, and ask him to write 
captions for it. 


MAIN ROOTS OF CREATIVITY 
There are many other traits 


listed by psychologists as part of 
the 
creative 
presence. Erich 


Fromm emphasized the ability to 
concentrate, and the capacity to 
be puzzled, to take nothing for 
granted. A surprising number of 
psychologists note the importance 
of a will to work. Creative people 
do not lounge around waiting for 
a lightning moment of inspira- 
tion. H. G. Gough notes, among 
other traits, a "sense of destiny." 
But individuality, an inquiring 
habit of mind and the ability to 
see and respond would seern to 
be the three main roots on which 
creativity blossoms.

expense to the county. 
He lists them this way: 
establishment of boys clubs, a 
law enforcement coordinating 
council, a mounted posse, air 
search and rescue squadron, a 
merit system and incentive 
plan, and an open-door policy for 
consultation and counsel at the 
sheriff’s office. 
Latka, who helped inaugurate 
a training and counseling 
program for youth while a 
member of the Burbank police 
force, looks upon his boys clubs 
proposal as both a method of 
heading off youthful crime, but 
also as a help in recruiting 
replacements for county law 
enforcement agencies. He said 
there is already a working staff 
in action which could be ex­ 
panded by direct sponsorship by 
the sheriff’s office. 
A coordinating council, Latka 
declared, will help to avoid 
duplication of effort, increase 
morale and cut down waste. It 


would serve the 
sheriff’s 
department, the city police, the 
highway patrol and related 
agencies. 
The 
mounted 
posse 
is 
proposed not only to assist in 
search and rescue, but also to 
help carry out the concept that 
law and order is everyone’s 
business. Latka explained: 
“An organization such as a 
county-wiae mounted posse will 
provide the right atmosphere 
and opportunity for public 
spirited citizens to acquaint 
themselves with the problems of 
the day as well as to take part in 
parades, trail rides, and a dozen 
different things that father and 
son can do together.” 
The last two points of Latka’s 
“ do-it-ourselves” 
sheriff 
program concern inside and 
outside morale. The first point is 
the establishment of a merit 
system and incentive plan which 
seeks out and promotes upward 
the serious minded individual 
“who wishes to make it a career 
instead of a job.” 
Police work, Latka said, it 
unfortunately a long series of 
frustrating assignments and 


often thankless duty. A well- 
designed merit system together 
wtih an incentive plan, im­ 
personally and impartially 
administered, will make each 
person more effective and 
competent, he declared. 
The last point, establishment 
of an “open door” policy to the 
sheriff’s office, Latka has ex­ 
plained, is to provide a place for 
mom and dad 
to bring their 
problems for friendly con­ 
sultation while they are still 
minor and before they become 
major heartaches and tragedy. 
He sees the open door policy as a 
way 
“to help bridge those 
breakaway years when the 
energetic teen-ager suddenly 
decides his parents can’t teach 
him anymore, and that’s the 
time when a friendly word of 
counsel can help guide a person 
toward a more useful life.”
